References Lomp et al (6,985,467) and Li et al (6,775,332) are cited 
because they are pertinent to the multiple access communication system. 
However, none of the cited references teaches or suggests, in combination, the 
arrangements of the method steps of assigning a plurality of multiple access 
channels, adding error-correction coding, interleaving the coded information, 
inserting in time to each data group, modulating the multiplexed signal, 
transmitting the multiple access signal, receiving the multiple access signals, 
combining the antenna beam signals and deinterleaving and decoding the 
combined signal in order to form a method of communicating digital information 
from a plurality of user terminal transmitters located in a plurality of antenna 
beam coverage regions to a receiver with a multibeam antenna as recited in 
claim 1 and its corresponding apparatus claim 11 and some variations of the 
method steps of claim 21 and its corresponding apparatus claim 25 and further 
limitations of their respective dependent claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-24 and 26-28.
